INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

20 On February 10, 2004, Examiner K. Kianni initiated a telephonic interview with 

John F. McCabe, i.e., Applicants' Representative. 

During the interview, Examiner Kianni requested that Mr. McCabe indicate where 
the description provides support for claim 7. Mr. McCabe stated that exemplary support 
25 is at page 9, lines 26-28. 

During the interview, Examiner Kianni stated that Fig. 4 of U.S. Patent No. 5, 
757, 993 and an article by Shiraishi et al (See Ref. AH3 on IDS submitted Aug. 5, 2004) 
may povide a basis for art-based rejections of some claims.

During the interview, Mr. McCabe stated that Fig. 4 of Patent 5^757^993 does not 
disclose a GRIN fiber lens as recited in independent claim 1 . Mr. McCabe stated that 
the use of "fiber lens" relates to the lens' size. 

35 During the interview, Mr. McCabe stated that claim 8 recites a series of GRIN 

lens between optical fibers.

During the interview, Mr. McCabe stated that claim 9 has a numerical limitation.
